Tlio slate of Arkansas ia, to the out' 


side world, almost nn uoktiown region 
Admitted into tho Union in 13!iO, with 
a, population of 52,240, it only num 
bored within its borders 484,471 in 
habitants in 1870.- Its progress, as 
will bo seen by ihcse tigures, has been 
remarkably slow, iu spilo of its health- 
ful location. Tho tide of oim^rati 
him passed it by, and sought olhor 
lands to tho norlh and northwest of its 
borders, 
It would be foreign to tho 


objects of this attiole to discuss the 
causes which liitvo kept Arkansas iu 
the back-ground, the purpose being 
merely to speak of thu advantages i 
oilers to the emigrant. 


To the man who desires to secure 


cheap homestead, Arkansas oilers many 
advantages, 
[t has a diversified soil 


upon which nearly nil the produotions 
of the temperate zono can bo raised 
Whilo its bottom lands ura poouliarly 
adivplod to tho oultivation of tho cotton 
phmt, they will also yield rich crops ol 
corn, samples of which were shown to 
the excursion party that would have 
been no discredit to Illinois, 
On tlio 


uplands wheat of the best quality is 
grown, and though tho cultivation of 
this and other cereals has been neg- 
lected in a great measure, bouuuso ol 
the almost insane desire to grow cotton, 
experience has shown .that tho diversity 
of crops which bus bocn so profiiablo in 
tho north would bo just as beneficial in 
Arkansas.

Tbo swamp lands are aola at 
two dollars per acre, cuh. Tho for- 
cited lands are dispoiod of on payment 
of tho taxes due, or are donated to oc- 
ual tettlers. Every head of » family 
B entitled.to 169 acres, and to an ad- 
ditional 160 acres for his wife, and 
each of his minor children. 
The fees 


to bo paid on application for those lands 
amount to $2.50 on eaoh 1GO aores. Of 
the railroad lands in tho Btato the Cairo 
ind Fulton Railroad (now the St.Louis, 
Iron Mountain and Southern) owns 
nearly two million (tores, which arc of- 
ered ia 40 acre tracts, at low rates and 
on reasonable terms.

ful olimuto, a fertile soil, and an order- 
loving people; that its great needs arc 
industry and enterprise; and that with
